The Forty-Ninth Congress, which 

ended its existence at noon Friday, 
has afforded a striking illustration 
of the constant increase in the 
volume of legislation demanding 
the attention of Congress which has 
been going on the last three or 
more Congresses. More bills were 
introduced in both Houses, more 
committee reports made, more bills 
passed, more laws became laws,and 
more were were vetoed than ever 
before. Most of these measures 
were of comparatively little impor- 
tance, such as the bills granting 
private pensions and special reliefs, 
authorizing the erection of bridges 
granting right of way and the like, 
but many notable bills and reports 
were presented. During the session 
there were introduced in the House 
11,258 bills and 263 joint resolutions 
on which over 5,000 reports were 
made, being several thousand more 
bills and over a tlfousand more re- 
ports that were made iu the Forty- 
Kighth Congress, which had, in 
its turn, beaten the record. In the 
Senate there were introduced 
3,857 bills and 118 joint 
resolutions, on which 1,988 
written reports were made, being 
upwards of 500 more bills and over 
40 more reports than on the record, 
breaking 48th Congress. The total 
number of laws enacted was ap- 
proximately 1,431, of which 1,093 
originated in the House and 338 in 
the Senate. Two hundred and fifty- 
four of these became laws by the 
expiration of the constitutional ten 
days’ limitation. Fifty bills failed 
te become laws, owing tothe ad- 
journment of Congress, one of them 
at the close of the first session. 
Phere were 132 bills vetoed by the 
President, or twenty-one more in- 
stances of the exercise of the Presi- 
dential prerogative of the veto than 
bas occurred from the foundation of 
the Government down to the be- 
ginning of this Congress. Of the 
vetoed bills, 94 originated in 
the House and thirty-eight in the 
Senate. But one private bill, 
that granting a pension to Joseph 
Romeiser, and one pablie bill— 
namely, that providing for the erec- 
tron of Government buildings at 
Dayton, O., sucveeded in passing 
both houses over the President's 
veto, although several others ob- 
tained the requisite two-thirds vote 
in the Senate, ouly to fail in the 
House. 

The Hon. J. H. Reagan, of Texas, 
has been interviewed on the pro- 
bibition of free payses by the Inter- 
State Commerce bill. Hesays that 
the General Goveroment has no 
right to interfere with commerce 
entirely within the State of New 
York, any more than New York 
hasa right to regulate commerce 
partly in New York and partly 
iu any adjoining State, but the 
General Government Pas a perfect 
right to regulate that commerce 
which the States cannot regulate, 
Consequently, he says, any rail- 
road has a perfect rigut to give 
pr esses or any special rate they may 
please wholly within the borders 
of any one State, but as soon as 
they cross the border aud go ipto 
another State they lay themselves 
liable to all the provisiovs of the 
law, aod are amenable to its pro- 
- visions,

Henry Ward Beecher Said to 
be Dying. 


HIS CONDITION HOPELESS 


The Drummer Law Declared 
Unconstitutional. 


[PRESS MISPATUBES TO THE GAZETTE! 


Mr. Beecher’s Condition. 
New York, March 7. 

At 8 o’clock last n‘ght, Henry Ward 
Beecher’s condition remained with- 
out any noticeable change. He was 
yet unconscious and was said to be 
slowly sinking. He moved his right 
hand occasionally. 

Long before daylight yesterday 
morning it was noticed that many 
more people were on the streets than 
was usual, in the vicinity of Beecher’s 
residence, and by § o’clock there was 
quite a crowd eagerly looking for the 
first bulletin, At9o’clock the follow- 
ing bulletin was issued: ‘Beecher is 
about the same; no change since last 
night.’’ The first bulletin was signed 
by Dr. S. Searles, the Beecher family 
physician, and as it was posted on the 
door post, the people crowded the 
stoop to read it. There was a feeling 
of thankfulness plainly visible on 
their countenances that the life of the 
illustrious divine was still spared, and 
as the day advanced the throngs on 
the sidewalks of Clarke and Hicks 
s‘treets rendered them almost impass- 
able. In the crowd were people of 
every station, from the millionaire to 


the prosperous tradesman and poor 
laborers. The expressions of syw- 
pathy and condolence that were heard 
on all sides only made another power- 
fui indication of the high esteem in 
which the Plymouth pastor was held 
by all classes. During the morning 
scores of carriage: drove past the 
house, and the occupants of many of 
them alighted and walked to the bul- 
letin and then departed, while others 
left their cards with the attendant. 
Those who were more intimately ac- 
quainted were admitted into the house 
and made inquiries concerning the 
patient personally, but only the im- 
mediate family were allowed in the 
sick chamber. There was, however, 
av exception made in the case of Rev. 
Dew:tt Talmage, who called with his 
daughter Edith, about 1:30 and he was 
admitted into Mr. Beecher’s presence. 
Fifteen minutes later Talmage left the 
house. The other ca'lers were mostly 
city officials of New York and Brook- 
lyn. About 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning, Dr. Hammond arrived at 
the house, and au bour later the fol- 
lowing bulletiu ve posted: ‘Prof. 
W. Huimuth, of New York, in coa- 
suliation, freely confirms the opinion 
of the physicians that Beecher is grad- 
ually tailing; he may, how ver, live 
for some days.”’ That all hope was 
given up was plainly indicated by this 
bulletin, and the remark of Rev Dew- 
itt Talmage—“Tt is very serious,’’—as 
he passed outofthe hall. There were 
continued services at the Plymouth 
church yesterday morning, and at ll 
o'clock the balletiu was read to the 
congregation, and the effect of 
it was noticeable on the congregation 
by the number of handkerchiefs in 
use and the strained sobs of maay of 
those present. Atthechurch of Dr. 
‘Talmage, the scene after the reverend 
gentleman’s prayer, was almos’ as af- 
fecting. Dr. Talmage made a very 
tender appeal on bebalf of Beecher; 
be prayed fervently fora divine bies- 
sing on the afflicted, and alluded to 
Mr. Beecher as the friend of the mil- | 
lionaire, the friend of the working man 
and the iriend of all men, whether 
rich or poor. At 2:30 this billetin ap- 
peared: “Dr. Hammond is in consal- 
tation; Beecher 18 in a state of coma 
all day; no sign of pain o1 conscious- 
ness of any sort; death is considered 
certain, but at an indefinite time.”’ 

It was a weary night that the mem- 
bers of the Beecher household passed 
last night. One by One, they would 
silently move in and out of the death 
chamber, taking their turns at the 
dreary vigil. Dr.Searle was at the 

of duty without intermission, un- 
til nearly 6 o’clock, when be retired to 
his home. Mrs. Beecher had kept 
watch over the sick man the most of 
the night, fearing be might pass away 
ian her absence. She did, however, 
take a few hours rest on ber couch ina 
room adjoining that where the suf- 
ferer lay. At 6 o’clock, when Dr. 
Searle went home, this bulletia was 
issued: 

“Mr. Beecher bas been gradually 
failing during the night. His death is 
not, however, anticipated at present.”’

12 m.—The condition of Beecher at 
this hour does not vary essentially 
from that given to the press last even- 
ing. The only changes perceptible 
are the increasing rapidity of the pulse 
and respiration. These stand respec- 
tively, 108 and 36 to 38 per minute, 
His respiration is also more shallow 
and his temperature reaches 101 de- 
grees. These symptoms imdicate a 

radual failure of vitality which has 

n undisputed, and the consequent 
slow approach of the end. This 
course of the disease cannot be 
changed by an occurrence of fresh 
hemorrhage which may or may not 
happen, and the time of which cannot
